(1) it shall not be necessary to appoint Reviewers 
when a Board recommends a book which is a 
classic, or where the number of candidates in 
a year is not likely to exceed 500; 

(2) No book shall be recommended by the Board 
of Studies unless at least one member of the 
Board has read it and has given a certificate to 
that effect. 

(ii) to franc, where necessary. Model Papers for the 
guidance of Paver-Selters: 

(iii) to recommend appoinlmenl of Paper-Setters and 
examiners for its subject/s for nit examinations upto 
BA. and BA. Ho/iows: 

(Iv) to sungest a list of books, neriodicals and reports In 
♦he subject concerned, for the T ibrary; 

(v) to recommend norms for accommodation, staff and 
equipment for laboratories and library etc.; 

(vi) to suggest measures for periodical assessment and 
imnrovement of (he Standard of Undergraduate 
Studies: 

(vii) to recommend panel of editors for preparation of 
anthologies; 
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(viii) to consider and determine in consultation with the 
Papcrs-Setterx objections raised to questions set at 
any examination held by the University ; Provided 
that if the Board of Studies and the Paper-Setters arc 
not able to agree upon the course to be adopted, the 
decision of the Board of Studies shall be subject to 
the confirmation of the Vice-Chancellor and if the 
Vice-Chancellor does not confirm the decision of the 
Board, the matter shall be referred to the Syndicate 
whose decision shall be final; 

(ix) to act as a consultative body in regard to all questions 
referred to it, and to bring to the notice of the Faculty 
or Faculties concerned any matters connected with 
the examination in the subject of the Board. 

fb) The functions of Board of Postgraduate Studies shall 
be — 

(i) to recommend outlines of tests, syllabus, course of 
study and reading: 

(ii) to recommend appointment of Paper-Setters and 
examiners in the subject concerned; 

(iii) to recommend a list of readincs: 

(iv) to recommend norms for accommodatfan, staff and 
equipment; 

(v) to approve title, research design and supervisors for 
diBsertation; 

(vi) to suggest measures for the improvement of standard 
of postgraduate studies; 

fvii) to frame, where necessary. Model Papers for the 
guidance of Paper-Setters; 

(viii) to scrutinise and decide in regard to the applications 
of the c^didates for enrolment for M.Phil. when that 
degree is instituted in the University. 

(ix) to consider and determine in consultation with the 
Paper-Setters, objections raised to questions set at any 
examination held by the University : Provided that 
if the Board of Studies and the Paper-Setter are not 
able to agree upon the course to be adopted, the 
decision of the Board shall be subject to confirmation 
by the Vice-Chancellor and if the Vice-Chancellor 
does not confirm the decision of the Board, the 
matter shall be referred to the Syndicate, whose 
decision shall be final; 

(x) to act as a consultative body in regard to all questions 
referred to it, and to bring to the notice of the Faculty 
Concerned, any matters connected with the examina- 
tion in the subject of the Board. 

10.2. Discussion on the merits of text-books shall bo treated 
as confidential. 

10.3, Discussion on the merits of examiners shall bo treated 
as confidential. 

l0.4. Thi' Boards for Undergraduate and Postgraduate 
Studies, if they .so desire, nuiy appoint sub-committee for any 
purpose conceming the functions of the Board. 

10.5. There shall be a jviut meeting of the two Boards for 
mutual exchange of ideas once a year. 

11. A publisher intending to submit a book for being recom- 
mended as a text-book, for exfiminations other than B.A. 
Honours and M A. and such examinations as may be excluded 
from the operation of this provision by the Syndicate, shall 
forward one copy of the book to each member of the Board 
of Studies concerned and one to the Registrar and shall also 
submit to the Registrar for information of the Board a decla- 
ration in writing that tlie pci-son whose name is described as 
author of the book is the real author and that he has no secret 
partners. If this declaration is found to be incorrect, no book 
published by such publisher tu* written by such author shall be 
considered by the University until the expiry of such period a.s 
may be fixed by the Syndicate.

10. Regulations for Bachelor of Library Science examination 
(Semester System) shall read as under : — 

(To come into force with effect from the academic year 
1976-77) 

).l. The duration of the course for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Library Science shall be one academic year comprising two 
semesters. Each semester shall be of 17 weeks as follows ; 

Fiist Semester — From July 21 to November 30, 

Second Semester — From January 5 to May 15. 

1.2. The examination for the first semester shall be held in 
the month of December and for the second semester in the 
month of May or on such other dates as may be fixed by the 
Syndicate from time to time, 

2. A person who possesses any of the following qualifications 
shall be eligible to join the course : 

(a) Bachelor’s degree with at least 50 per cent marts In 
the aggregate from this University or from any other 
University the Bachelor’s degree of which has been 
recognised by the Syndicate; or 

(h) Master’s degree from this University or from any 
other University the Master’s degree of which has 
been recognised by this University; or 

(c) Any other qualification recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent to (a) or (b). 

3.1. The date by which the prescribed admission forms and 
fees must reach the Registrar shall be as follows : 


Without late With late fee of 
fee Rs. 5 


For December Examination 1st November 15th November 
For May examination . 1st March 15th March 


Three days of grace may be allowed after the fast date with- 
out late fee. 

The Syndicate shall have the authority to alter these days. 

3.2. The examination fee to be paid by a candidate shall be 
Rs. 50/- for each semester. 

3.3. For every Semester examination, a candidate shall sub- 
mit his admission application on the pne.scribcd form duly 
countersigned by the Head of the Department and supported 
by the requisite certificates alongwith the prescribed examination 
fee. 

3.4. Separate admission forms for different semesters shall be 
submitted by the candidate indicating paper/papers offered for 
each semester examination. 

The candidate shall, on reappearing, pay the full examina- 
tion fee as prescribed in Regulation 3.2. 

4.1. The examination in each semester shall bo open to a 
candidate who fulfils the requirements laid down in Regulation 
2 and produces the certificates from the Head" of the Depart- 
ment, that he : 

(a) has been on the rolls of the Dcpaitment for the 
semester preceding the examination; 

(b) has attended at least 75 per cent of the lectures (in- 
cluding seminars, tutorials, etc.) in each course dur- 
ing the semester; 

(c) has obtained the presoribed percentage) of marts in 
the class teste etc. for internal assessment in accord- 
ance with the rules laid down by the Syndicate; 

(d) bears gooel moral character. 

4.2. Deficiency in the prescribed number of lectures, semi- 
nars, tutorials etc. upto 10 per cent may be condoned by the 
Head of the Dcnartment. 

4.3. A candidate who does not fulfil the attendance require- 
ment in any course/paper will have to repeat the course of ins- 
truction in that course/paper, before it is offered next. 
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5. The medium of examination shall be English. 

6. The examination for the various courses of each semester 
thall consist of written examination or such other test or tests 
as may be decided from time to time by the Syndicate. 

7.1. Promotion from first semester to second semester shall 
be allowed to a student who has qualified to appear in the 
examination but fails to appear, or having appeared in the 
examination fails to qualify in any paper/papers, 

7.2. A candidate who fails in the first semester examination 
but obtains pass marks in some paper/papers shall be exempted 
from re-appearing in that paper/papers. Such a candidate 
shall be allowed to appear in that semester examinations simul- 
taneously with the second semester examination in May of the 
following year. 

7.3. If a candidate fails to qualify in any paper/papers of the 
first or second semester, he may be allowed to appear for two 
years subsequently as a late college student in the paper /papers 
in which he has failed to qualify. The period of two years 
shall be counted fiom the time he becomes eligible to appear 
in the second semester. If be still fails to qualify in these 
papers within this period his result in (he first and second 
semester shall stand cancelled. Such a candidate shall not be 
allowed to appear in the Bachelor of Library Science exami- 
nation without repeating, us a regular student, (he whole course 
for each !,emcster, 

8.1. There shall be eight papeis m all : four in the first 
semester and four in the second semester. Every paper shall 
carry an internal assessment of 20 per cent marks for assign- 
ments, project reports, term papers etc. and it shall be compul- 
sory for each paper. 

8.2. Every paper shall be set by an external examiner. 

8.3. The Head of the Department shall forward the marks 
obtained by the candidates on the basis of periodic class tests, 
written assignments, seminars, tutorials, term papers, etc. to 
the Registrar at least 2 weeks before the commencement of the 
examination. 

8.4. For students who are unable to appear in any of the 
periodic class tests on medical grounds, the Head of the De- 
partment may hold another test within 15 days of result, for 
purposes of internal assessment. 

8.5. The Head of the Department shall preserve for six 
months from the date of declaration of the result of a semester 
examination, the records on the basis of which internal assess- 
ment awards have been prepared, for inspection, if needed, by 
the University. 

8.6. Subject to Regulation 8.4, if a candidate absents himself 
from any of the periodic class tests held by the Department for 
purposes of Internal a,ssessment, the Head of the Department 
may withhold or withdraw his name from the University exami- 
nation. 

8.7. The marks obtained by the candidate in inlernal assess- 
ment shall remain valid and may be carried forward even if 
he docs not appear or fails in the written examination. 

9.1. Tho minimum marks required to pass a semester exami- 
nation shall be 50 per cent in every paper. 

9.2. Successful candidates who have cleared all the prescribed 
papers of the two semesters shall be awarded the Degree of 
Bachelor of Library Science. Such candidates shall be classi- 
fied as under : 

(a) (i) Those who obtain 60% or more of the aggregate 

of marks of the two semesters taken together — 
1st Division. 

(ii) Those who obtain 50% or more but less than 
60% of the aggregate marks of two semesters 
taken together— 2nd Division. 

(b) A candidate who secures 75 per cent or more marks in 
a paper shall be awarded distinction in that paper. 

10. The Registrar shall publish the result of the examination 
four weeks after the termination of the examination or, as soon 
thereafter as possible. 

11. Every successful candidate shall be granted a Degree 
mentioning the division in which he has passed. 

12. The syllabi and courses of reading for each semester 
shall be prescribed by the Syndicate from time to time. 


11. Regulations for Diploma Course in Refrigeration and 
Air-Conditioning, shall read as under : — 

1. The course for the Diploma in Refrigeration and Air- 
Conditioning will be of one year’s duratiqp comprising two 
semesters known as (Part A and Part B). 

The examination for the subjects of Part A shall be held at 
the end of first semester, in the month of October/November, 
and for the subj'ects of Part B, at the end of second semester, 
in the month of April/May, every year or on such dates as 
may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

2. Supplementary, examination for both Part A and Part B 
shall be held in July/August, at least six weeks after the dec- 
laration of the AprU/May examination results or on such dates 
as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

3. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar, by Isl of March In case of the examination to be 
held in the month of April /May and by the fifteenth of Septem- 
ber in the case of examination to be held in the month of 
October/November, accompanied by the. prescribed fee and 
certificates mentioned under Regulations 7 & 8. The a J mission 
forms and fees for the supplementary examination shall reach 
the Registrar at least two weeks before the commencement of 
the examination. 

4. Whenever the application or fee of the candidate is re- 
ceived more than three days after the last date prescribed in 
Regulation 3, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs. 5/- as late 
fee, provided such application shall be entertained, only upto 
two weeks before the commencement of the examination. 

5. The examination fee to be paid by a candidate foi Part A 
as also for Part fl .shall be Rs. 50/- each. A candidate appear- 
ing in one or more subjects or papers in the supplementary 
examination shall pay the same admission fee as for the whole 
part. 

6. All sessional marks duly moderated by the Board of Con- 
trol in Chemical Engineering and countersigned by the Head 
of the Department shall reach the Registrar within 7 days of 
the termination of the theory/practical and/or viva voce 
examination. 

7. The examination of Part A shall be open to a candidate 
who — 

(a) has been on the rolls in the Department of Cheniical 
Engineering and Technology during one semester pre- 
ceding the examination for that part; 

(b) had pas-sed B.Sc. examination of this Univcisfiy or 
an examination recognised as its equivalent, with at 
least second division marks before being enrolled in 
the department; 

(c) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the Head 
of the department, and 

(d) produces the following certificates signed by the Head 
of the Department of Chemical Engineering and 
Technology ; 

(i) of good moral character; and 

(ii) of having attended not less than 85 per cent of 
the total lectures (including tutorials) in all the 
theory subjects individually and nof less than 85 
per cent of the total periods assigned to labora- 
tory and practical work including dmwing pio- 
jeet etc. in all the practical subjects individually. 

8. The examination of Part B will be open to a candidate 
who — 

(a) has been on the rolls in the Department of Chemical 
Engineering and Technology for one academic year 
preceding the examination; and 

(b) has his name subruitted to the Registrar, by Head of 
the Department alongwiih the following certificates 
signed by the Head of tho Department of Chemical 
Engineering and Technology , 

(i) of good character: and 

(ii) of having completed not less than 85 per cent of 
the total attendances in lectures (including 
tutorials) in all theory subjects individually and 
not less than 85 per cent of the total periods 
assigned to laboratorv and practical work includ- 
ing projects etc. in all the practical subjects indi- 
vidually. 
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9.1. Promotion from first semester to second semester shall 
he allowed to a student who has qualified to appear in the part 
A examination but fails to appear or bavin# appeared in the 
examination fails to qualify in any paper/papers. 

9.2. A candidate who fails in the fiist semester examination 
but obtains pass marks in some paper/papers shall be exempted 
from re appearing in that paper/papers. He/she shall be 
allowed to appear in that semester examination simultaneously 
with the second semester examination in April/May of the 
following year. 

10. Lectures shall be counted upto 10 days previous to the 
date of commencement of examination. 

11. The Head of the Department can condone Absence upto 
a maximum of 10 percent of attendance only in each subject in 
exceptional cases. 

12. Every candidate shall appear ana pass in all the subjects 
presented for the Diploma course. 

The examination shall consist of — 

(a) written papers; 

(b) sessional (home woiL, class work and periodical tests 
in the various subjects including laboratory, work- 
shops, drawings, etc. ) ; and 

Ic) piactical and/or viva viice in various subjects as de- 
lailed in the Scheme of Examination. 

13. The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be ; 

(a) 50 percent in each written paper; 

(b) 50 percent in the sessional part of each paper; and 

(e) 50 peicent in the practical and/or viva voce part of 
each subject. 

14. A candidate who fails in written papers, practicals and/or 
vivn voce examination will be allowed to appear in the sup- 
plementary examination in the written papers, practicals and/ 
or viva vocc examination in which he has failed, without 
attending a fresh course of lectures/tutorials/practicals. Defi- 
ciency in sessionals can be made tip upto 50 percent marks only 
by doing extra assignments to Ihc satisfaction of the Head of 
Ihe Department. 

15. Successful candidate shall be classified as undei ; — 

75 percent and more — 1st division with distinction. 

60 percent and more — -Ist division 

Less than 60 percent — 2nd division. 

12. Regulations for Master of Arts/Science examination 
fSemester System) in the subjects of Geography. Sociology, 
Statistics, Psychology, Ancient Indian Histoiy Culture & Ar- 
chaeology and Public Administration, shall read as. under : — ■ 

(To come into force with effect from the Admissions of 1976). 

1. Under the Semester System, each academic year shall con- 
sist of two semesters ic. July to November /December and De- 
cember/Juniiary to the end of April. The first semester exami- 
nation shall ordinarily be held in the month of November/ 
December and the second semester in April/May or on such 
dates as may be fixed by the Vice-Chancellor. 

2. To qualify for the award of an M.A./M.Sc, degree in each 
subject taught under the Semester System, a candidate shall be 
required to complete successfully course work of 64 credits in 
the major and allied subjects, with the provision that not less 
than 2/3rd credits shall be in the major subjects and the prog- 
ramme of each candidate will be subject to the approval of the 
Board of Control. 

3. The credit value of the courses need not be uniform in all 
■cases. A Course may be of 2, 3, 4 or more credits depending 


upon the quantum of work to be done in it. A 4-credii course 
will normally involve 4 hours of instruction and tutorial woik 
in a week. The credits to be allotted to a dissertation may be 
decided by the Board of Control mblect to a inaxoiitim of 8 
credits. 

4. The normal work load of a whole-time student during a 
semester will be of 16 credits. However, the Boaid of Control 
may permit a minimum work load of 12 and a maximum of 20 
credits, depending upon the capability of a student. 

5. Every department would announce in advance the courses 
it would offer in each of the semesters during the following 
two academic years, enabling the students to adjust their prog- 
ramme of study in such a way that they are able to take up, 
in addition to the compulsory courses, as many coui-ses of their 
choice as possible. The quantum of compulsory course work 
will be decided by each Board of Control /Bon/r/ of Studies 
separately. 

6. To qualify for the grant of credits in a particular course 
a candidate must get at least the jiass grade ; if he fails in the 
course he will not get credit for it. He may repeal the course 
in which he has failed when it is offered next He may also 
be allowed to lake the cxaminalio.n for such a course without 
attending the classes provided that at no examination will he be 
allowed to appear in courses carrying more than 20 credits. In 
the latter case his internal assessment will be earned forward. 

If at the end of any semester his total average of the success- 
fully completed courses comes to less than 6 credits per semes- 
ter he will not be allowed to continue his studies 

7. The assessment in each course will be on the basis of ; 

(i) Semester Examination (at the end cf the semester) 
and 

(ii) Mid-Semester Tests/Term Papcis. 

Provided that in case of private/correspondence course stu- 
dents, a.ssessment will be based on (i) only i.e. semester 
Examination. 

8. The University will maintain a separate oflicial transcript 
for each candidate, mentioning the courses taken and the grades 
obtained by him, 

9. The examination for M.A,/M.Sc. degree under the Semes- 
ter System shall be held in the following subjects 

(i) Geography 

(ii) Sociology 

(hi) Statistics 

(iv) Psychology 

(v) Ancient Indian History, Culture & Archaeology and 

(vi) Public Administration. 

The Academic Council shall have power to add any more 
subjcct/s on the recommendation of the. Board of Control in 
the subjfeet concerned and also to incoiporate special provisions 
as may be considered necessary. 

10.1. ,A person who has pa.ised one of the following examina- 
tions from this University, or from the Paiijab University at 
Lahore before 1948, or an equivalent examination from any 
other recognised University, shall be eligible to join the M.A. 
degree course : 

(i) B.A. (Pass)/B.Sc. (Pass), examination in full subjects 
or B.A. examination (Full) imdci English only Regu- 
lations obtaining at least 45 per cent marks in the 
subject of Post-graduate course; 

(ii) Master’s degree examination in another subject or 
another faculty; 

(hi) B.A. with Honours in the subject of the post-gi aduate 
course; 

(iv) B.A. (pass) or B.Sc. (Pass) or B.Sc. (Home Science) 
or B.Com. or B.Sc. (Agri.) or LL.B. or B.Sc. 
(Engg.) or B.Sc. (Chem. Engg,) or B.Sc. (Dairy- 
ing) or M.B.B.S. or B.Arch. or Bachelor of PhysL 
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cal Education or Bachelor of Library Science or 
Bachelor of Journalism, with at least 50 per cent 
marks in the augrcKatc. 

Provided that — 

(1) (a) for the Public Administration course, a peraon who 

has passed one of ihe following cxan inations shall 
also be eligible ; — 

B.A, (Pasg) with 45 per cent marks in Political 

Science or Economics or Sociology or Psychology or 
History ; 

(b) For the Ancient Indian History, Culture and Archaeo- 
logy course, a person who has passed B.A./B.Sc. 
examination with Philosophy, or Political Science, or 
Art or Music, or Modern Indian Language; or Geo- 
graphy or Mathematics or Sanskrit, or Sociology, or 
History, or Public Administration or Economics, or 
Psychology, or Physics, or Chemistry, or Geology, or 
Zoology, or Botany obtaiuing at least 45 per cent 
marks shall also be eligible. 

(c) For the Psychology course, a person who has Mssed 
the B.A. (2-Year Course) examination with Philo- 

' Sophy as one of his subjects, obtaining 45 per cent 

marks in both the papers of Philosophy or in the 
Psychology paper alone or a person who has passed 
B.A. (3-Year Course) Examination obtaining 45 per 
cent marks in the subject of Philosophy, shall also 
be eligible. 

(d) For t|ip Geography course, a candidate shall be eligible 
only if — 

(i) he has passed in Geography in the B.A. or B.Sc. 
examination obtaining at least 45 per cent marks; 
or 

(ii) has obtained post-graduate diploma in Carto- 
graphy in at least second division. 

(e) For M.Sc. Statistics courte, a raruHJdte shall be eligi- 
ble only if he has passed B.AJB Sc. with Mathe- 
matics/Statistics obtaining at least 45 per cent marks. 

(2) The requirement of having obtained 45 per cent marks 
in the subject under clause 10.1 (i) of the post-graduate course, 
shall not apply to a candidate who passed (a) B.A. or B.Sc, 
examination from the Panjab University, Lahore before 1948, 
for which the record is not availeble in this office but must 
have offered at the B.A, examination the subject of the post- 
graduate course or any other subject which is mentioned in 
Provisio (l)(a) of Regulation 10.1 and for this purpose he 
shall have to furnish an affidavit, (b) B.A, or B.Sc. examina- 
tion from this University in the year for which the record of 
detailed marks is not available in this office. However, he must 
have offered at the B.A. examination the subject of tiie post- 
graduate course. 

Explanatory note : 67 marks out of 150 shall be accepted as 
45 per cent marks in the subject of the post-graduate course. 

10.2, The prescribed admis.sion form and fees must reach the 
Registrar, six weeks before the examination without late fee 
and four weeks before the examination with ii late fee of 
Rs. 5/-. 

Three days of grace may be allowed after the last date with- 
out late fee. 

10.3. A candidate shall submit bis admission application on 
the prescribed form, alongwith prescribed fee for each scmestei 
examination with the required certificate duly countersigned by 
the Head of the University Department/Principal. 

10.4. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a candidate 
for each semester examination shall be as follows — 

For subjects other than Geography and Statistics Rs. 50.00 

For Geography and Statistics Rs. 60.00 

10.5, A candidate shall, on re-appearing, pay the examination 
fees, as prescribed in Regulation 10.1, but the toal amount shall 
not exceed the amount of examination fee for two semesters. 


11.1. The examination in each semester shall be open to a 
candidate, who fulfils the requirements of qualification as laid 
down m Regulations 10.1 to 12 and produces the following 
Mrtihcates from the Head of the Department concerned, that 


(i) has been on the roll of the Department for the semes- 
ter preceding the cx'unination; 

(ii) has attended at least 75 per cent of the lectures, semi- 
nars, tutorials etc. during the semester, 

11.2. A deficiency in the prescribed number of lectures, semi- 
nal s, tutorials etc. up to 10 per cent may be condoned by the 
Head of the Dcpartmcnt/Principal of the College. The Dean 
of University Instruction will have the power to condone an- 
other 10 per cent of the lectures delivered on the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Control /Principal. 

11.3. A candidate who docs not fulfil the attendance require- 
ment in any course will have to repeal the instruction in that 
course when it is offered next, if he requires credit for that. 

12. The medium of examination shall be English, 

13. The semester examination for the various courses shall 
consist of writlen examination and such other test or tests as 
may be decided from time to time by the .Academic Council. 

Provided that the Academic Council may waive the condi- 
tion of written examination for projecl/field work/comprehen- 
sivc examination/experiment and other appropriate cases on the 
recommendation of the Board of Conirol, 

14.1. Subject to the provisions contained in Regulation No. 7, 
25 per cent the total number of marks in each course in eadh 
semester shall be assigned for internal assessment i.e ntld- 
semester tests/term papers. 

14.2. The Head of the teaching Department /Principal of the 
College shall forward the marks obtained by the candidates cn. 
the basi.s of mid-semester tests/ term paper.s lo the Reigstrar at 
least two weeks before the commencement of the examination. 

14.3. If a candidate is unable to appear in any of the mid- 
semester tests on medical grounds, the Head of the Depart- 
ment/Principal of the College may hold another test for pur- 
I>ose of internal assessment. 

14.4. The Head of the Deparfmcnt/Principal of the college 
will preserve the records on the basis of which the internal 
assessment awards have been prepared for inspection, if needed, 
by the University up to six monthf- from the date of declaration 
of the result of each semester.
